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THE BATTLE OF MUKDEN. 


The great fight that has now been raging 
for some days around Mukden will, to all 
appearances, be hereafter cousidered one of 
the decisive battles of the world’s, history ; 
and the great military catastrophé in Man- 
churia may well be decisive not merely of the 
war but of the future of Russian autocracy. 
While the Government is paralysed by the 
Terror at home the news from General Kuro- 
patkin’s army is ominous. There is no longer 
doubt that Oyama’s true strategical objective 
has at last been attained, and that the Japanese 
are in the rear of Kuropatkin and have cut 
to the north the railway on which the existence 
of the Russian armies depend.

TEXT OF DECREE. 


The following is the text of the new Khe- 
divial decree concerning lotteries, which was 
approved by the Council of Ministers last 
Monday :—

* Art. ler.—Nul ne pourra, sans une autori- 
sation préalable de l’administration :

2. Faire circuler, en les offrant en loterie au 
public, des animaux morts ou vivants ou tout 
autre objet quelconque ; 

3. Faire connaitre |’existence d’une loterie 
ou faciliter le placement des billets par des 
annonces, affiches, expositions, ou par tout 
autrealvyen de publicité, 

Art. 2.—Sont réputées loteries toutes opéra- 
tions uffertes au public, sous queique dénomi- 
nation que ce suit, dont le bénétice serait 
acquis uniquement par la voie du sort. 

Lassunilativn ne s'éwnd pas aux valeurs & 
lots spévialement autorisées, soit par le gou- 
vernemeut éyyptien, soit parle gouvernement 
étranger dont la léyislation serait applicable & 
i’émissivn ; mais la vente au public des chances 
wu tirage des dites valeurs est comprise dans 
la prolubition de l'article ler.

A financial authority writes :—The promo- 
tion of the Egyptian Estates, Limited, is one 
of the fairest that I know of. The only mistake 
in the prospectus, to my mind, is the omission 


to state two points, which, instead of being |. 


against, are distinctly in favor of the com- 
pany. The first is that the directors have 
taken powers to issue £1,000.000 of deben- 
tures. Presumably they would not pay more 
than 44 per cent. for these and, taking for the 
sake of argument that they could only make 
64 per cent. on their investments in this 
country, this would give an extra profit of 4 
per cent. on the 500,000 shares capital, quite 
apart from the profits derived from the invest- 
ment of the £500,000. The second point that 
does not appear to be clearly stated in the 
prospectus is that the ordinary shares not 
only receive a preferential dividend at 5 per 
cent. but accumulative preferential dividend. 
They then receive 65 per cent., or two- 
thirds of the balance, and the dingebors 
have full powers to create a general re- 
serve fund before anything can be pail to 
the deferred shareholders. It is obvious that 
the people connected with the company are 
men of the highest integrity, and that a man, 
such as Mr. Greville Palmer, who has been 
director of the Bank of Egypt for 28 years, 
would not lend his name to any shady adven- 
ture.

SOUTHERN ITALY.

Tarentum, founded in the Sth century B.c. 
by Spartans, was the first city of Great Greece, 
It has had a varied and exciting history, and 
remains of fine buildings—theatre, tem ple, 
circus and aqueduct—tell of its importance, Its 
situation is most picturesque. The bay is the 
only secure port on the gulf, the entrance being 
so narrow that it is spanned by a bridge of 
seven arches. 

Salerno lies on the coast, and is one of the 
tiost beautiful places in Southern Italy. On 
at height 905 feet above the sea stand the ruins 
of its Norman castle, giving a most imposing | 
appearance to the place.. The cathedral contains 
some very fide marble, and an 11th century 
Byzantine bronze door. Salerno. was at one 
lime a seat of learning, its medical school being 
famous; the university was closed in 1817. 
You must visit Pestum’s wonderful Greek 
temples, which are second only to those at 
Athens. The travertine walls, the gates, the 
Temples of Neptune and Ceres, and the Basilien 
are of surpassing interest and the place is a 
happy hunting ground for the sketcher, 
_Naples is reached io an hour and a half.”

"SWITZERLAND. 


Switzerland, the heart of Europe, bas been 
described as “A cluster of delights and 
grandeurs.” The country has an area of only 
15,720 square miles, and borders on France, 
Germany, Austria and Italy. It also has the 
proud distinction of/being the source of three 
of Europe’s biggest. waterways—the . rivers 

“ Rhine, Danube and Rhone, Mountains and 
lakes occupy almost the whole-of Switzerland, 
there being practically no flat land or plains. 
The mountains or Alps are divided into three 
groups, the Pennine Alps, Helve 


the Rhetic Alps. The principal lakes are | 
Constance, Geneva, Zurich, Lucerne and | 
Neuchatel, then the lakes of. Bienne, Thun, 


land | 


Brienz and Zug. The glaciers of Switzerl 
occupy about one-eighteenth of the space, and 
are about 400 in number, the principal of | 
which is the Aletseh Glacier, ‘Ihere are also | 
waterfalls of importance, such as the Rhine at: 
Schaffhausen, the Aar at Handeck, Staubbach 
and Pletschbach at Lauterbrunnen, etc., ete. 


Certain points are, renowned for the view 
and may be selected as follows:—Col de la 
Faucille, near M. Reculets and M. Dole, above 
St. Cergue near Geneva, Chaumont above | 
Neuchatel, Macolin above Bienne, the Hauen- | 
stein above Olten, Albis between Zurich and | 
Zug, Rigi between Zug and Lucerne, ete. 

It depends very much on the point at which | 
Switzerland is first entered which is to he the 
first stopping place ; also whether the tour is on 
bicvele or foot, as naturally the ,cyclist wishes 
to be ever going on from place to place and 
never turning back along the same road. But 
as centres for seeing the beauties and sharms of 
each certain district the following may be hel ptul 
to visitors:—LAUSANNE as centre for 
Montreux, Vevey, Neuchatel, St. Maurice, 
Martigny, Aigle, Bex, ete. INTERLAKEN for 
the Bernese Oberland, Grindelwald, Murren, 
Lake Brienz, Thun, ete. LUCERNE for the 
Rigi, Pilatus, Engleberg, Brunnen, Fluelen, 
Waaren, Andermat, Burgenstoch, etc. CHUR, 
for the Engadine, St. Moritz, Davos Platz, 
Pontresina, Klosters, Ragatz, ete. ZURICH, 
older, Schaffhausen. 

LUGANO. is some 20 miles from Como and 
reached by train in one-and-a-half hours, ‘It has 
a population of 10,000 people and is charmingly | 
situated on the Lake of Lugano, amidst lovely 
Italian scenery.

Muhlen Briicke are of. interest. Both ‘have| 
roofs, the former painted with scenes from the | 
lives of the patron saints, of Lucerne, and the) 
latter with a Dance of Death. The old water | 
tower near the Kapell Briicke used to be a/| 
lighthouse or “ Lucerna,” giving its name to the | 
town.

In and around the town the walks are! 
charming, and the excursions to be made from | 
Lucerne ‘by boat, rail, ete., are very numerous. | 
Places of interest in the town are the Hof} 
Kirche, dating from the 16th Century, the Lion | 
of Lucerne Monument, vear which is also an | 
interesting garden, containing.signs of glacier- | 
worn rocks of a remote ice period. In the! 
Rathaus is a Museum of Antiquities, and the| 
Kriegs und Friedens Museum (War and Peace | 
Museum) should also be,visited. 

The Lake of Lucerne abounds in delightfu- | 
excursions, those to the Rigi, Pilatus, Burgent | 
stock and Sonnenberg, needing a special visit 
each. Other excursions on the lake can be 
made by steamer, and the ever-changing 
scenery on the trip from Lucerne to Fluelen is 
a source of delight to the lover of nature.
